not yet confirmed from council to help town 


We’ll fight to keep event 
in town say organisers 


T HE future of the 
Halesowen’s 
annual Victorian 
market is in doubt after 
Dudley Council failed to 
commit funding for the 
event next year. 

After two years the fair 
returned to the town centre on 
October 9 with the help of a 
£3,000 handout from the 
council. 

The fair, organised by the 
Hasbury and Cradley and 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
Rotary Club, featured 43 
charity stalls and a huge pro¬ 
gramme of entertainment. 

More than 3,000 visitors 
turned out raising £10,000 for 
charities, including Mary 
Stevens Hospice, Stourbridge. 

At the Halesowen Area Com¬ 
mittee meeting earlier this 
month Rotary members were 
shocked to hear there was 
doubt the event may not return 
next year. 

Press Officer for Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis Rotary Club, 
Tony Billingham, said: “We 
revived the fair this year and it 
was so successful. 

“In the long run seeing how 
much this event has helped the 
charity organisations I can’t 
believe that there should be

Eve O’Conner, Halesowen 
town centre manager, said: 
“The fair this year was very 
well received and it would be a 
great shame if it didn’t return. 

“I understand that it is diffi¬ 
cult for the council but the 
Rotary clubs together did a 
wonderful job and it really 
would be fantastic to see the 
council back the event again.” 

Councillors from the area 
are hopeful that next year they 
can work closely with town 
centre management to give 
them an even greater chance to 
help secure the Rotary’s appli¬ 
cation for Dudley’s support. 

Councillor Ken Turner, who 
is also a member of the 
Hasbury and Cradley Rotary 
club, said: “This year I was 
instrumental in getting the 
council to help fund the fair 
and it was hugely successful. 

“I have now approached 
Dudley once again about the 
possibility of funding for next 
year. I am asking that at least 
£2,000 from this year’s budget 
can be put aside to allow us to 
once again make this an 
annual event. If we could get 
this amount then the Rotary 
club would work endlessly to 
raise the rest of the funds.” 

The budget decision is due 
next March.

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Cameras 
on roads 
are fake 
say police 


ALMOST one in three 
speed cameras in the 
West Midlands is a 
dummy and does not 
catch speeding drivers, it 
has been revealed. 

Official police figures 
show that out of 304 speed 
cameras in the Black 
Country, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull there 
are 89 which are “effectively 
housings”. 

Sandwell has the largest 
number of dummy “white 
sites” with 23 out of 57 
cameras. Walsall has 18 
dummies out of 48 cameras 
while in Dudley it is 15 out of 
40, and Wolverhampton has 
four out of 40. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims said they have “no 
enforcement activity” and 
added: “They represent sites 
where road engineering or 
other changes have removed 
the need to enforce.” 

The 304 speed cameras 
are divided into red, amber, 
green and white sites 
depending on the number of 
injuries over three years and 
the number of offences 
detected by a camera. 

Peter Francis, West Mid¬ 
lands Road Safety Partner¬ 
ship programme manager, 
said in a report that repair¬ 
ing cameras and equipment 
damaged by vandals “may 
not be possible”. The cost of 
film processing has risen 
and councils cannot afford 
digital upgrade. 

Mr Sims added: “Not all 
camera sites are in opera¬ 
tion at the same time. We 
prioritise camera resources 
among existing fixed speed 
and mobile camera sites.”

Theft of 
metals 
rocket 
by 69pc 

METAL thefts in Dudley 
have bucked the trend of 
decline elsewhere in the 
Black Country by rising 
sharply. 

Police figures show 
that in the past three 
months thefts have 
increased from 94 in 
August to 102 in Septem¬ 
ber to 159 in October. 

In two neighbouring 
areas the figures have 
fallen following a police 
campaign, new figures 
show. 

Recorded crime figures 
for the past three months 
show offences have fallen 
by 40 per cent in 
Sandwell, and there have 
also been month by 
month reductions 

between August and 
October in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

In Walsall there have 
been 280 incidents in 
total in the past three 
months — 76 in 

August, 111 in September 
and 93 in October. 

Wolverhampton has 
seen a fall in the number 
of lead thefts in the past 
three months. There 
were 115 in August, 89 in 
September and 63 in 
October, making a total 
of 267. 

In Sandwell there were 
132 offences of metal 
thefts in August, reduc¬ 
ing to 108 in September 
and 81 in October. 

Tipton’s Insp Dale 
Randle, said: “We have 
reduced metal related 
thefts by 40 per cent 
since we started Opera¬ 
tion Steel in July. 

“We like to think that 
correlates with the 
increased activity we 
have put in place in 
Sandwell.”

PARKING bans on roads across Hale¬ 
sowen have been given the thumbs up 
by councillors after they were scaled 
back following complaints. 

Halesowen Area Committee endorsed 
plans at a meeting despite traders claim¬ 
ing that their profits would be hit. Council¬ 
lors were told that double yellow lines 
outside businesses around Shell Corner 
would wipe out passing trade. 

But 11 of 15 proposed schemes were 
backed by the committee. 

Four were deferred so people who had 
signed petitions objecting to the original 
plans could submit their views on the 
revised ones. 

Stuart Taylor, owner of the Hair Care 
hairdressers, Long Lane, said: “We and 
other businesses constantly have people 
that need to park where the restrictions 
will be. If they haven’t got that facility then 
we will lose a lot of trade and that will be 
to the detriment of Shell Corner.” 

Alterations 

Some proposed no-parking zones have 
been cut and waiting restrictions planned 
for other sites including the Shell Corner 
area will be eased. The move followed con¬ 
sultation over summer when residents 
opposed schemes. 

Nine petitions against the scale of the 
original proposals went to the council with 
2,389 signatures. 

The main petitions related to Fairfield 
Drive, Narrow Lane and Long Lane. 

Alterations have been made to 10 of the 
15 schemes. These include shortening pro¬ 
posed double yellow lines for Greenhill 
Road, Woodland Road and Beechfield 
Close. Parking bays could be introduced in 
Long Lane close to businesses at Shell 
Corner.

A LYE recycling firm has been fined 
£13,000 after a worker was knocked 
out by nitrogen gas. 

Steve Barnes climbed into a chute after 
an appliance for breaking down fridges 
became stuck at Overton Recycling. The 
47-year-old from Birmingham had to be 
rescued after being overcome by gas from 
the fridges. 

The Rufford Street firm admitted 
breaching regulations and was fined 
£13,000 with costs of £6,107 by Halesowen 
magistrates last week. 

Mr Barnes, from Birmingham, was 
taken to hospital on June 1 last year and 
was off work for three days. 

Assessed 

He has recovered physically, but the 
court heard that he has since suffered 
from poor sleep, mood swings and flash¬ 
backs which are only now subsiding. 

Magistrates also heard it was usual for 
workers at the firm to climb into the chute, 
used to feed fridges into the machine for 
recycling, to clear any blockages. 

An investigation by the Health and 
Safety Executive found the presence of the 
nitrogen in the chute had not been 
assessed.The company had also failed to 
carry out a suitable and sufficient risk 
assessment which would have identified 
the risk of climbing into a confined space. 

The HSE said the company should have 
had a system in place for clearing block¬ 
ages which did not require entry into the 
chute. 

Bosses at Overton Recycling pleaded 
guilty to breaching regulations. 

Executive inspector Angela Gallagher 
said: “Companies need to ensure all 
machinery and processes are properly 
assessed.” 

Recycled materials to be 
used for repairing roads

resurfaced using recycled road materials 
to cut costs and carbon emissions. Dudley 
Council will use the technique to restore 
Chaucer Avenue, Lower Gornal; Netherby

Burns man 
tackling a 
marathon 
a week 


A DUDLEY man who suffered 
severe burns when a British 
Army tank was petrol-bombed in 
Iraq is set to show he has taken 
the terrible injuries in his stride 
by running 52 marathons in a 
year. 

Super-fit Karl Hinett, aged 23, 
aims to complete the amazing feat of 
endurance by running one a week to 
raise money for the burns unit at 
Selly Oak Hospital, Birmingham. 

The 23-year-old, whose family live 
in Hawthorne Road, Tipton, said: “I 
suppose I am a glutton for punish¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Hinett was a teenage private 
when he suffered 37 per cent burns to 
his hands, legs, arms and face during 
an attack by a mob. 

It happened during a tour of duty in 
Basra with the former Staffordshire 
Regiment in 2005. 

Horrifying pictures of the gunner 
and his comrades being engulfed in 
flames as they climbed out of their 
blazing Warrior tank were screened 
on TV news bulletins around the 
world. 

Mr Hinett, who has since been med¬ 
ically discharged from the Army, has 
lost count of the number of operations 
and skin grafts he has undergone in 
the burns unit at Selly Oak Hospital. 

Exploring 

But he illustrated his determina¬ 
tion to overcome the wounds by 
having the word “unscarred” tattooed 
on his stomach, proving that his spirit 
was not broken. 

His recovery amazed doctors and 
now he aims to show his gratitude for 
their medical skill by raising money 
for the hospital unit where he was 
treated. 

Mr Hinett, now living in Dudley, 
has since trained as a gym instructor 
and developed a love of distance 
running after completing the London 
Marathon in 2007. He also enjoys 
travelling and exploring. 

He explained: “The Army were fan¬ 
tastic after the incident but I decided 
myself and with my superiors that it 
would be best if I had a medical dis¬ 
charge. 

“Now I am concentrating on the 
next stage of my life.”

Sick notes nurse |p| 
cleared of fraud O 

Nurse Michelle Jukes 


AN NHS worker who worked at a hos¬ 
pital in Dudley while receiving sick¬ 
ness benefit from one in 
Wolverhampton has been cleared of a 
fraud charge. 

Operating department practitioner 
Michelle Jukes, aged 56, took time off work 
from Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospi¬ 
tal in 2006 after being diagnosed with der¬ 
matitis which affected her hands. 

But she worked two shifts a week at 
Bushey Fields Hospital, in Dudley, from 
that time up to April 2008, while claiming 
sickness payments from New Cross, Wol¬ 


verhampton Magistrates’ Court were told. 

She pleaded not guilty to providing false 
information and the case against her was 
thrown out by District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson. 

He told her she was entitled to work at 
psychiatric hospital Bushey Fields because 
it was a non-clinical environment, whereas 
New Cross was clinical. Ms Jukes did not 
tell her colleagues at New Cross that she 
was working at Bushey Fields. 

Her manager at New Cross, Mike 
Clancy,, told the court: “We had to get day 
staff in to cover the needs, which was an 


extra cost. When you are off sick, you are 
sick. I would not expect her to be working 
when she was off sick.” 

Ms Jukes, who worked full-time at New 
Cross and was responsible for putting 
drips into patients and inserting needles, 
told the court: “When I saw the director at 
New Cross, he said that it would be okay 
for me to work in a non-clinical area. 
Bushey Fields is very much non-clinical.” 

Judge Wilkinson told Ms Jukes, of Vale 
Street, Upper Gornal: “It’s unfortunate 
this prosecution was ever brought. You 
leave without a blemish on your character.”

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Riddle of survivors 
listed as war dead

MYSTERY surrounds a war memorial 
in Netherton that includes the names 
of two brothers who survived the First 
World War and lived well into their 
80s. 

The names Joseph and Wilfred Griffin 
were put on the cenotaph at Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, after the conflict but the pair, 
originally of Round Street, were among the 
survivors. How their names were added 
remains a mystery. 

Joseph Griffin’s grandson, Kevin 
Gardner, said his grandfather had not 
known the reason their names were listed 
among the town’s fallen heroes right up 
until his death at the age of 85, in 1983. 

The family lost touch with his great- 
uncle’s side, but he too is believed to have 
lived until in his 80s. 

Mr Gardner, aged 53, who lives in Aber¬ 
gavenny, south Wales, said he and his 
family visited the memorial whenever they 
could. 

His 79-year-old mother and Joseph’s 
daughter, Ida, live in Upper Gornal and his 
grandfather lived in Laurel Road, Dudley. 

Bravery 

“Although the names were added by 
mistake I am glad they are there,” he said. 

“I hope they remain there as they have 
done all these years to show their bravery 
during the conflict.” 

Mr Gardner added: J ‘As for the reasons 
the names were put on there, I doubt we 
will ever know now. 

“It is a real mystery. I think it most likely 
they were separated from their units at 
some point during a battle. 

“They may have joined another squad 
and the original one believed them to have 
been killed which is how this happened. We 
will never know for sure.” 

Mr Gardner said his grandfather had 
fought on the Western Front during the 
1914-18 war and had been at Ypres and the 
Somme, having joined up at the age of 16. 

Wilfred, his elder brother, was around 
18. 

They both fought in the Worcester Regi¬ 
ment. 

Mr Griffin worked as a miner at Bag- 
geridge Colliery, near Sedgley, until his 
retirement in 1963 at the age of 65.

The dog appears to 
writhe around in pain on 
the floor of the lift. 

Problems 

Marsh again tugs the 
lead, before kicking the dog 
in the head again. 

He then drags Sasha to 
her feet as the lift doors 
open. 

The court heard how the 
dog appeared to urinate in 
the lift out of fear. 

RSPCA prosecutor Nick 
Sutton told the court Marsh 


admitted the matter when 
he was interviewed. 

Marsh told police he was 
drunk at the time. 

His defence solicitor Mr 
Parminder Hayre told the 
court Marsh had been going 
through personal problems 
following a break-up with 
his partner. 

He had also lost his 
dream job as a PSCO. 

Marsh was given a 12- 
month community order 
and ordered to pay costs of 
£992 .He must also carry 
out 80 hours of unpaid 
work.

Toni Hasler, community 
fundraising manager for 
Acorns said: “The 

Kingswinford pupils made 
a marvellous effort.” 


Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
transport boss, said: “We are sorry to hear 
of any inconvenience traders are experienc- 
ing.

“We have undertaken a lot of consulta¬ 
tion with the traders and residents, includ¬ 
ing posters, letters, 
brochures, exhibitions, dis¬ 
cussions and questionnaires 
since February last year. 

“This is a major project to 
improve the roads in 
Cradley Heath and hope¬ 
fully all businesses will reap 
the benefits.”

W ELSH star 

baritone

Roberts is looking 
forward to coming “home” 
to Birmingham to make 
his big time stage debut 
in an epic production of 
War of the Worlds at 
Birmingham National 
Indoor Arena. 

Rhydian, who found fame 
in the 2007 series of The X 
Factor, was a drama and 
music student in the city for

The 27-year-old who now 
lives in Cardiff says his success 
is due to to his training in opera 
and drama in Birmingham 
rather than The X Factor.

Come Dine With Me: 

The Tasty Bits (15) 

The dinner party show has become cult 
viewing for many and however outra¬ 
geous the behaviour of the guests - 
whether members of the public or celebs 
- the real star of the show is the droll 
commentary by narrator Dave Lamb. 

This DVD features around half an hour 
of never-before-seen scenes (a little 
nudity) but they are not that shocking, the 
makers kept the best bits in. 

So we get guests getting drunk and 
falling asleep at the table or tumbling off 
their chairs, a host of culinary crimes, and 
guests so hungry they raid the kitchen to 
make their own dinner. 

As regards the celebrities, Kim Wood- 
burn, of How Clean Is Your House, gets 
spectacularly drunk on vodka,actress 
Lesley Joseph gets fits of giggles when 
her lamb dinner is a disaster and Michael 
Barrymore’s anarchic buffoonery crosses 
the line into outright vandalism. 

Collapse (Exempt) 

This thought-provoking documentary 
puts you in the company of American 
radical thinker Michael Ruppert for more 


than 80 minutes. 

Former LA policeman Ruppert reckons 
our society’s dependence on oil will bring 
ruin upon us all within a decade or so, 
and that the economic depression - 
which he seems to have predicted - is 
just the beginning. 

If you believe Ruppert, you had best 
learn to be a carpenter and farmer fast, 
because the lights are going to go out, 
money will be worthless and food is going 
to become scarce. 

It’s a talking head documentary, with 
some stock footage, in which Ruppert is 
sittin in what appears to be a bunker, 
chain-smoking and sometimes doing his 
credibility no good by bursting into tears 
or barely restraining his four-letter rage at 
the powers that rule the world. 

He also darkly hints about mysterious 
deaths in the US military and a break-in at 
his office in which his computers were 
trashed. 

Ruppert seems to take a perverse pride 
in his belief that he had been personally 
targeted by the White House during 
George W Bush’s presidency. 

He may have fascinated film maker 
Chris Smith with his apocalyptic vision 


Joan Rivers - showing her tender side 

but I remained unconvinced by Ruppert’s 
alarming predictions. However,his ideas 
are certainly interesting... and worrying. 

Joan Rivers: A Piece of Work 

(Exempt) 

This documentary of a year in the life of 
veteran queen of comedy Joan Rivers 
starts with the comedienne close-up 
without her facade of make-up. 

I It makes the film’s intention clear, to 
show the real Joan. And it probably does. 

The expletive-using septuagenarian is 
revealed as a workaholic, driven by the 
fear of failure and haunted by the sense 
that comedy is second best to her true 
love, acting. 

She is also wickedly funny on stage 
and brutal in her dealing with a heckler. 

There are two very poignant scenes 
where we (apparently) see the real woman 
behind the facelifts and carefully coiffured 
hair, in a tender moment with her grand- 
i son and when the tough cookie sobs after 
sacking a member of her team, an old 
friend, who let her down once too often. 
She still sacked him though. 

There are lots of extras on the DVD 
including interviews.

Duffy - Endlessly 

Snowdonia’s soul stunner 
Duffy returns with a second 
album that has an American 
sheen but finds her distinctive 
soulful croak preserved. Her new 
team includes New York hip hop 
funkers The Roots and veteran 
American songwriter Albert 
Hammond (who penned Hollies 
hit The Air That I Breathe). The 
result is an album that lives up to 
her massive hit debut Rockferry, 
blending retro elements with 
modern R&B/pop production 
techniques. The ballads Don’t 
Forsake Me and Too Hurt To 
Dance will appeal to those who 
enjoy Duffy when she’s at her 
most old fashioned and Girl finds 
the Welsh songstress in groovy 
Sandie Shaw-ish 60s mode. The 
semi-acoustic title track intro¬ 
duces a slurred bluesy edge to 
her vocal, whereas Love Struck 


and Well Well Well have a more 
contemporary pop feel. Out 
November 29. 

Nadine - Insatiable 

Often considered the best 
vocalist in Girls Aloud, Nadine 
Coyle has made a bad false start 
to her solo career with this 
weedy, bland debut album which 
doesn’t make the most of her 
voice. Even the best tracks prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have made it onto 
Cheryl Cole’s album. 

Everything seems wrong, from 
the half-hearted warbling to odd 
moments, like when she seems 
to go missing half way through 
first track, the wanna-be club 
anthem Runnin’. Maybe she 
made a mistake by writing her 
own songs, maybe with the pro¬ 
duction team, though they 
include some people with big 
successes to their credit. But 


Insatiable should have been 
dumped and Nadine directed 
back to the drawing board. This 
is one turkey that will still be left 
in the shops at Christmas. 

Selena Gomez & The Scene 

- A Year Without Rain 

The Disney princess follows 
her million-selling debut Kiss 
And Tell with a better set of perky 
pop/rock tracks and upbeat 
dance numbers. Featuring the hit 
Round And Round, it is slickly 
produced for the star from 
Disney Channel’s The Wizards of 
Waverley Place. The teenager is 
set to become one of the faces 
of 2011 with the release of the 
films Monte Carlo and Ramona & 
Beezus. Her album has that 
mass produced feel but profes¬ 
sionally delivers and her voice is 
pitched somewhere between 
Britney and Kylie.
